SOLVANG— A LITTLE BIT OF DENMARK 



Solvang, which means "Sunny Field" in Danish, 
lies among many sunny fields north of Santa 
Barbara, Calif. 

The town was founded in 1911 by three Danish 
educators who wanted to form an all-Danish 
community where the arts and customs of their 
homeland could be preserved in America. 
To see if they succeeded, you have only to visit 
this little town-with-the-windmills, as Dennis 
and his folks did, especially in the Fall, when 
"Danish Days" are celebrated. 
The Danish-American residents put on authen- 
tic Danish costumes, sing and dance tunes 
from their homeland, and serve their famous 
"Aebleskiver", about which they say— "Thank 
goodness you don't have to pronounce it to 
eat it!" 

What "it" is, we have shown in the rest of this 
book— little round pancakes served with pow- 
dered sugar and jam. But where "it" came from 
is lost in the thousands of years of Danish 
history. 

One theory is that some Viking warriors, after a 
big battle, returned to their ship badly beaten, 
with their iron shields dented and battered. 
Wishing to eat, they had only some flour, but 
nothing to cook in. So— they mixed the flour 
with milk and poured the batter into their 
dented shields, using them as frying pans. 
The resulting "bumpy" pancakes became the 



round "aebleskiver" now cooked in special iron 
griddles with hollows in them to form the cakes 
into little balls. 

And here is a further twist to this theory:— 
suppose the Vikings were with Lief Ericson in 
the legendary " Vinland". . . America . . . and had 
been fighting Indians when they returned, hun- 
gry, to their ship. It is possible that these round 
pancakes were cooked in America hundreds of 
years before Columbus was born! 
This is only a bit of the charm you will find 
among the descendants of Hans Christian 
Andersen among the "sunny fields" of Solvang.
